1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 2, 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by JP 02-196280. 

See figures 4 and 5. 

3. Claims 2, 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by JP 01-289912. 

See figure 4 which illustrates the use of air deflection 
means (8, 10) to direct air towards the light valves. Figure 1 
shows a housing showing the dichroic combination means. 
Separation means are inherent within section (2) as is well 
known in the art. 

4. Claims 1, 3-13, 19-24 are allowed.
